from an official publication of the Manchoukuo Government 


ITH the creation of the 
Manchukuo Post Office in 
July, 1932, the Govern- 
ment issued 18 kinds of 
new stamps and five new 
sets of post cards, all symbolizing the 
establishment of an independent Pos- 
tal Administration. As designs for 
the new postage stamps the images 
of the then Chief Executive and the 


ancient tower of Liaoyang were 
adopted. 
On the first anniversary of the 


foundation of the State, on March 1, 
1933, the special postage stamps of 
four sets of commemoration stamps 
were issued. On the first of March, 
this year, the second anniversary, 
which corresponded to the day of ac- 
cesion to the Throne of the first Em- 
peror of Manchou Tikuo another set 
of commemoration stamps were is- 
sued in celebration of the happy event. 


During the trying period following 
the taking over the Post Office in 
July, 1932, the authorities and em- 
ployees of the Manchoukuo postal 
service has had to encounter numer- 
ous hardships in reorganizing the 
service. In those days bandits were 
still rampant in large numbers and 
unrest prevailed in the interior, to 
the annoyance of the postal employ- 
ees. 


_ Several mail escorts and mail cour- 
lers were made victims of these out- 
laws in_the performance of their 
duties. By the end of August, 1932, 
about one hundred and eighty post 
offices were re-opened to the public 
while post offices located in the re- 
mote regions in the northern and 
northeastern Manchuria were, tem- 
porarily, unopened owing to either 
the uneasy situation on account of 


bandits or the lack of transportation 
facilities.

Three months after the opening of 
the Manchoukuo Post Office, the air 
mail service was inaugurated. The 
special service for the handling of 
New Year mail was commenced in the 
first year of its existence of the new 
Postal Administration. For the bene- 
fit of the public, the rate of postage 
for letters destined to foreign coun- 
tries was lowered from 25 fen and 
15 fen to 10 fen for the first 20 gram- 
mes and 6 fen for each additional 20 
grammes, respectively. 





California Exposition Stamp 








Postmaster General Farley has an- 
nounced a stamp for the California- 
Pacific International Exposition. 

It will bear a picture of the Hal 
of Sciences Building at the Exposi- 
tion, together with the Bay of San 
Diego and Point Loma. The stamp 
is of the same size as the recent Con- 
necticut stamp. 

The California show is to be known 
as The California Pacific-Internation- 
al Exposition. It is to open on May 
29th and is scheduled to run through 
November 11th. The show will be 
somewhat on the plan of the Century 
of Progress which run two summers 
at Chicago. 








As to the other categories of cor- 
respondence for foreign countries the 
reduction of the postal tariff was ef- 
fective on the same scale beginning 
with the 1st of January, 1934. The 
charges for parcels for Japan was 
likewise reduced on the same oc- 
casion. 

Commencing with the memorable 
date of the enthronement of the first 
Emperor on March 1, this year the 
rates of postage for domestic letters 


and cards were reduced to 8 fen and 
1% fen from 4 fen and 2 fen, respec- 
tively. Charges for letters and cards 
for China and Japan, too, were low- 
ered to 3 fen and 1% fen. 

The small money order service was 
inaugurated anew in August this year 
between the inland offices as well as 
between Manchoukuo and Japan. 

In view of the important nature of 
post office functions every effort is 
made to improve the service and to 
meet with the requirements of the 


_|changed situation of the country. 


In commemoration of the formal 
visit of the Emperor of Manchoukuo, 
a special issue was announced by the 
Departmental Ordinance No. 7 of 
March 11th, 1985. There are 4 de- 
;nominations showing pictures of the 
\battleship “Hiei” and the Akasaka 
| Detached Palace. 

The 1% sen olive brown and 6 sen 
;rose are of vertical format 23 by 27 
‘mm. in dimensions, reproducing the 
'first half of the “Hiei,” 19,500 tons, 
to convey H. M. the Emperor of Man- 
choukuo from Dairen to Yokohama on 
board. The battleship is ploughing 
her voyage to Nippon, looking behind 
ithe Liaoyang Pagoda in the distance. 

Vignettes on both sides of the large 
chrysanthemum with sixteen petals 
are the national emblems of Nippon 
and Manchoukuo, the chrysanthemum 
and the orchid respectively. 





The seal-characters read and stand 
for as follows: 


“Dai nippon Teikoku Yubin” 
(Imperial Japanese Post) 


“Showa Ju-nen Shi-gatsu” 
(April, 1935) 


(Small letters below the ship) 


“Manshu-koku kotei-heika 
Goraiho Kinen” 
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(In commemoration of the visit of 
H. M. the Emperor of Manchoukuo) 


(In two rows) 


The 3 sen vandyke brown and 10 
sen blue are of horizontal size 27 by 
23 mm. in dimensions with a front 
view of the Akasaka Detached Palace 
in Tokio, where H. M. the Emperor 
of Manchoukuo will stay from April 
6 to 15. The palace, a white stone 
structure of Renaissance style, is one 
of the best Occidental-style palaces in 
the Orient. 

The small and narrow vignettes in- 
side the top border line are patterned 
after those of the front gate of the 
palace. The seal-characters are in- 
scribed vertically on both sides of the 
stamp, and the rice of Japan and the 
kaoliang of Manchoukuo hold between 
the white inscriptions of the value. 

The sheet consists of 20 stamps as 
the Red Cross Issue on unwater- 
marked white paper, recess printed, 
with harrow perforation of 12%, in- 
scribed (in commemoration of the 
visit of H. M. the Emperor of Man-

Messrs. Y. Yoshida and T. Kasori 
are the designers as last, however, 
idea was mostly 
originated by Mr. T. Nishimura, Di- 
rector of the Government Postal Mu- 
seum, as far as we understand. 

The stamps will be put on sale on 
April 2, just the very day of the 
Mauchou Sovereign leaves Hsinking 
for Nippon, and the special cachets 
are ready for use on the day of His 
Majesty’s arrival at Tokio, April 6. 





It is officially announced by the 
Postal Department of Manchoukuo a 
special set of four stamps to be 
issued on April 2 to mark H. M. the 
Emperor’s visit to Nippon. 

The stamps were designed by the 
experts attached to the department 
and recess printed in sheet of 70 
stamps at the printing bureau of the 
Central Bank of Manchoukuo, Hsin- 
king. 

The 1% fen olive green and 6 fen 
rose red are of vertical format, de- 
picting Mt. Fuji, the sacred mountain 
of Nippon, in centre, and the orchid, 
the national emblem of Manchoukuo 
in the left-hand upper corner of the 
stamp. The seal-characters in two 
rows read from right to left (in com- 
memoration of His Majesty’s visit to 
Nippon), and (Manchou-ti-kuo Post) 
at the bottom. 

The 3 fen orange and 10 fen blue 
are arranged horizontally with a pair 
of the soaring phoenixes which sym- 
bolize an eternal exchange of cour- 
tesies between the two Sovereigns of 
Nippon and Manchoukuo. The both 
sides of the panel are figured with 
the national flowers of Nippon and 
Manchoukuo, the chrysanthemum and 
the orchid respectively. 


Bucyrus Public Hospital 


We find that in 1910 the Bucyrus 
Public Hospital, otherwise known as 
the Monnette Memorial Hospital, is- 
sued a seal to raise funds with the 
plan to make it an annual issue. How- 
ever, they were notified by the Red 
Cross that this interfered with their 
seal sale and further issues would not 
be tolerated. These seem to be very 
scarce, and I am still looking for one 
for my own collection. 

The seal is a vertical rectangle, 
18mm x 24mm, and perforated. It 
is olive green background with large 
red cross in center. Above and below 
the cross in white letters is the in- 
scription “BUCYRUS — PUBLIC 
HOSPITAL”, and in black letters on 
the cross is the word ‘“Monnette”. 
This seal has been seen tied with 


postmark to cover, dated Dec. 14, |

Information as to the plate numbers 
and printing is carried in the column 
by Mr. Rice and it is unnecessary to 
repeat that here. 

Collectors are doubtless pleased 
that the first day sale was confined 
to a single city as we feel that it 
should be. 

The Hartford newspapers gave 
much space to the event and clippings 
are at hand from numerous of our 
readers. 

While officially the first sheet was 
sold by C. B. Eilenberger, Third As- 
sistant Postmaster General to the 
Governor of Connecticut, newspaper 
reports credit the first through the 
window purchase to a thirteen year 
old lad. 

It is believed that the sale at Hart- 
ford was the largest first day sale 
of any single commemorative stamp. 
One local company bought 100,000 
of the stamps. Numerous business 
concerns made special mailings at 
Hartford. 

The New York American news- 
paper, sent out a large quantity of 
special covers with advertising liter- 
ature for their weekly stamp page. 
Time Magazine of Chicago mailed a 
large quantity of covers to readers 
and prospective readers, Many Hart- 
ford business firms sent out large 
lots of special mail for this day so 
that on the whole, the collector who 
expects to reap a profit from specu- 
lating in first day covers will find 
there are many of them in the market. 

Some handsome and _ attractive 
cachets were used and we wish to 
thank those who were so kind as to 
send covers to this office. Among 
the more attractive covers are those 
from W. T. Raley of Washington; H. 
M. Grant of Providence; R. S. Edman 
and others who failed to enclose cards. 
The Philatelic Club of the Aetna Life 
Affiliated Companies sent a cover 
autographed by the officers of the 
stamp club.

WITHDRAWAL FROM SALE! 


By far the most interesting develop- 
ment in the Washington News this 
week was the announcement late 
Thursday, May 2, of the final date 
of sale of the special uncut sheets, 
better known as the Farley imperfor- 
ates. As predicted or promised by 
the P. O. officials, advance notice was 
to be given with sufficient time for all 
collectors to be advised of the pros- 
pective removal. This promise has 
been lived up to! JUNE 15, 1935, 
will see the last of the sale of the 
“Special uncut sheets” and blocks. 

Announcement for the Postal Bulle- 
tin, reads in part, “for the informa- 
tion of post office patrons who may 
be interested, postmasters are now in- 
formed that the special issue of un- 
cut sheets and blocks—will be with- 
drawn from sale in the Philatelic 
Agency at the close of business JUNE 
15, 1935. To receive attention, mail 
orders must reach the Agency on or 
before that date.” 

When removed, these stamps will 
have been on sale for three full 
months, truly a limited length of time, 
although sufficiently long for every- 
one to have purchased all the imperf- 
orates they wanted. What the final 
sales will be remains to be seen— 
some predictions have reached as high 
as a million and one-half dollars.

numbered 21292 and 21293 were of a 
hue decidedly the rich lilac called for 
in the official designation—plates num- 
bered 21394 and 21395 were of the 
colder violet shade. A number of 
other sheets were examined later at 
the Agency and the same difference 
was apparent at that time. This color 
difference may not prove to be con- 
stant throughout all printing of the 
stamps but was constant through all 
sheets examined soon after the first 
day of sale. 

All of the above named plate num- 
bers were sold at Hartford on April 
26. Total sales of stamps that day 
amounted to $19,890.00 and number 
of covers mailed was 217,800. 

Agency sales at Washington, April 
27, approximated $8,000. At eight 
o’clock when the stamps went on sale 
at the Agency, only plate numbers 
21394 and 21395 were available. Ad- 
ditional supplies received from the 
Bureau an hour or two before closing 
time that Saturday bore the other two 
numbers. It is problematical how 
many Washington covers were mailed 
from plates 21292 and 21393, as most 
cover dealers make their purchases 
early, to have ample time for affixing 
the stamps.

Mr. Paul R. Byrum has run across 
an interesting item. If anyone knows 
its history, quantity issued, etc., this 
information will be appreciated. It is 
a 2c Trans-Mississippi surcharged “I. 
R.” in blue ink by means of a rubber 
stamp. The letters are 9 mm. high 
and 2 mm. wide. As this was evi- 
dently used at the same time the 279 
and 279b were surcharged by the 
government, the history of this pro- 
visional surcharge should prove in- 
teresting if available. 


Information is desired by Mr. H. 
W. Kastner regarding the quantities 
issued of various commemoratives. 
We refer him to last week’s issue of 
this paper. 


Mr. John Furneau desires to know 
how coils are made. These are now 
printed exclusively by the rotary 
press process. They are first printed 
in long strips ten stamps wide. These 
strips are then perforated in one di- 
rection (part of the printing process). 
After this they are wound in rolls 
containing either 500 or 1,000 stamps. 
A piece of brown paper is then wrap- 
ped around the outside which bears 
appropriate wording to describe the 
stamps contained. The whole roll is 
then sealed and sliced into ten coils 
of 500 or 1,000 stamps. 

Mr. Furneau also desires to know 
whether the Parcel Post series was 
used exclusively for package mail. 
No, these were available for ordinary 
postage as well and the lower values 
were so used in quite large quantities. 
The Grant Letter Sheet more resem- 
bles an envelope than a post card al- 
though it is, of course, neither. It

THE FARLEY The principal ques- 
IMPERFS tion in the minds of 

collectors is whether 
these stamps are to be further re- 
printed or whether the present and 
first printing is to see the end of 
them. The original announcement 
stated that there would be sufficient 
for everyone and that the stamps 
would remain on sale so long as there 
was a demand for them. 

Such a statement means nothing 
and is an unfair method of handling 
stamps of this nature. The issue is 
entirely speculative on the part of 
the Postoffice Department and since 
that is the situation it is due to the 
collectors and dealers who also spec- 
ulate in such things that a definite 
limit be set on the issue. 

It is of course impossible and un- 
fair that any limit be set by num- 
ber, especially if the number is 
such that some one speculator might 
step in and buy all of any single

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There were but two million of the 
lc Parks stamps printed. A large 
part of these were sold on the first 
day. It should be evident to anyone 
that should it have been the an- 
nounced fact that no more than this 
number would be printed, that a 
speculator could have laid down 
$20,000 and carried off all of the 1c 
values of the Parks issue. 

It is easy to believe that should one 
have the opportunty of buying all of 
the 1c stamps of this set that it would 
not have been difficult to have found 
several speculators who would have 
been glad to purchase the lot. 

Therefore it is not fair to set a 
limit by number. It is however both 
fair and practical to set a limit by 
time and such a limit should be set. 
Rather than by time alone, it is more 
desirable to set a limit that will cover 
both number of stamps and time of 
duration of sale. 

In this instance we would believe 
that under no circumstances should 
the stamp remain on sale for more 
than a six month period, possibly that 
is too long a time. It is necessary 
however that the stamps be made 
available for a period of at least 30, 
60 or 90 days in order that all may 
have an opportunity to place orders. 
A longer period of time is unneces- 
sary and it is due the speculator that 
a definite time limit be fixed, even tho 
kept secret and that after that date 
the stamps be withdrawn and the re- 
mainders destroyed. 

It appears from sales thus far that 
there will be no need for any further 
printing of these stamps, yet that is 
the uncertain part of the whole mat- 
ter and until the stamps are with- 
drawn from the Agency, the prices 
will remain uncertain. So soon as the 
Agency sale is stopped we will see 
prices on these issues stiffen and 
those who have invested in them will 
then be able to reap the profit which 
is their due. 

The collector who has in mind buy- 
ing anything in the various position 
blocks, plate number blocks and such 
pieces will find it advisable to do so 
before the stamps are removed from 
the Agency. Prices on these special 
pieces should take a good jump just 
so soon as the source of supply is 
closed for it is evident that most 
dealers who have been offering these 
special blocks are doing so on a quick 
turn proposition and that few of them 
hold anything like a stock or supply 
of the special pieces for it requires an 
investment of almost $200 to get a 
set of the sheets and a set of sheets 
yield but one set of the special blocks 
of whatever kind you may be look- 
ing for. 

There has been a much heavier de- 
mand for the gutter blocks of the 
Souvenir Sheets than at first, This 
is due to the fact that many collectors 
were unfamiliar with the possibilities

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The Panama-Pacific Series 
These stamps might properly be called an adver- 
tising set. An exposition was to be held in San 
Francisco in 1915, to celebrate the completion of the 
Panama Canal, and also the discovery of the Pacific 
Ocean, but the stamps, bearing the inscription “San 
Francisco, 1915,” began appearing in December, 1912, 
and with a slogan cancelation were in constant use in 
San Francisco from that date until the close of the 
exposition. They first appeared perf. 12 and then 

perf. 10, both with single line wmk., USPS. 


The 1lc—Balboa—perf. 12, was issued Dec. 26, 
1912, bearing the head of Vasco Nunes de Balboa, 
who reached the Pacific Ocean on Sept. 25, 1513, by 
crossing the Isthmus of Panama. The stamp is re- 
corded in green, gray green, deep green and yellowing 
green, with no known minor varieties. Plates used 
were 6127, 6128, 6131, 6132, 6144, 6146, 6147, 6148, 
6548 to 6551. 


The Ic perf. 10 appeared on Feb. 14, 1915, but as 
the Post Office Dept. kept no separate record of the 
quantities issued of the two perforations it can only 
be stated that the total number of the Ic stamps was 
334,796,926. The perf. 10 is recorded only in green 
and dark green, plates used being 6548, 6549, 6550, 
6551, 6875, 6880, 6891 and 6944. 


The 2c—Panama Canal—perf. 12, showing an air- 
plane view of the Pedro Miguel Locks, appeared on 
Jan. 18, 1913. It is recorded in carmine, deep car-

mine, and in lake, with no minor varieties. Plates 
used, 6306 to 17, 6320 to 23, 6432, 6442, 6447, 6647 
to 6650. 


The 2c perf. 10 was issued Feb. 2, 1915, and is 
listed in carmine, deep carmine and in red, with no 
minor varieties. Plates used were 6447, 6647 to 
6650, 7034 and 35, 7038 and 7039, and the total 
number of stamps issued was 503,713,086. 


The 5c—Golden Gate—perf. 12,—shows the en- 
trance to the harbor at San Francisco. It was issued 
Dec. 13, 1912, and appears only in blue and dark 
blue, with no minor varieties. It was printed from 


plates 6129, 6133, 6134 and 6438. 


The 5c perf. 10 appeared on Feb. 7, 1915, and is 
also recorded in blue and dark blue, with no minor 
varieties. It was printed from the same plates and 
the total issue was 29,088,726. 


The 10c—Discovery of San Francisco Bay—perf. 
12, is taken from an old painting by Chas. F. Mat- 
thews, which is now in the San Francisco Museum. 
It was issued Dec. 26, 1912, in a light yellow color 
that failed to bring out the design, so that on August 
25th a darker shade of ink was adopted. The stamp 
is recorded in yellow and orange, with no minor vya- 
rieties. Plates 6130, 6135, 6139 and 6143. 


The 10c perf. 10 appeared July 17, 1915 and is 
quite scarce, particularly in blocks. The same plates 
were used as for the perf. 12 and the total number 


of stamps was 16,968,365.

Our at- 
tention has been called to the Farley 
Imperf. of the Mother’s Day Stamp, 
plate number 21204 by both Homer 
Davis of Melrose Highlands, Mass., 
and by Lincoln A. Russell of Colum- 
bus, that this plate does not bear the 
letter “F.” 

Many plate number collectors have 
been sending inquiries for this par- 
ticular position with the “F” mark on 
their want lists but will have to do 
without it as it does not exist. 

The position may be _ identified, 
however, by collecting the top of this 
pane with the corner stamps left in 
at the right corner, making a block 
of eight instead of a block of four.
